(Juatemala (Pansamala), a Costa Kiean speeimen reeent- 
ly reeeivetl is surely eonspeeifie.

'l'he lar^est leaves reaeh a maximum leiu>th ot’ S em. and 
a maximum width ot 1.1 em., wliereas the leaves ot’the 
type are described as .5-0.5 em. lon«r and 0.5-8 mm.wide. 
T ie lateral sepais have a eonspieuous broad median keel 
toward the apex, a eharacter whieh is not attributed to 
the type. r Fhe petals are broader tlian described or as 
shown in a drawin^ (in the Ames I lerbarium) made un- 
der the supervision ot’ Dr. Kudolf Sehleehter and areob- 
lon^-oblanceolate in outline rather tlian linear. The apical 
lobeot thelip is about 9 mm. instead of 0.75 mm. wide. 
The apiees of the basal eallus appear to be abruptly trun- 
cate and dentieulate.
